Encouraging-th-n 
Ooaanlo Company 
to Improve Its Schedule-I- n

tary Scott of'tho Chamber of Commerco 
Is In receipt ot a communication from 
tho Hon. J. II. WIthcrford of New Zea- 
land showing that great efforts arc be- 
ing 'made 
In that country 
to 
secure 
Government aid in tho matter of grant 
ing subsidies to steamship companies 
to carry fast mall across tho Pacific. 
It 
Is very likely that tho movement 
will be taken up in tho United States 
upon the reassembling 
of 
Congress, 
many people on this coast being deeply 
interested. 
In New Zealand tho busi- 
ness community 
Is alive to the 
im 
portance of lmprovlngjhe Jnterovean 
mail' service, but tho hlgh'offlcfals are 
cither slow or favor the Suez route, as 
shown by the following letter from Mr. 
Witherford to Secretary Scott: 
As actiye efforts have been made to 
Improve 
mall service which rivals the 
San Francisco line, I have during tho 
past month heen working hard 
o get 
the service to your port established 
first, as tho premier route for a fixed 
term of years, believing such In the 
future will 
bo mutually advantageous 
to New Zealand and San Francisco. 
I 
will send you a copy of what 
I have 
done for your perusal. Owing to strong 
conflicting Interests, it has 
been 
diffi- 
cult to get tho Premier and members 
of the House to consider the question 
In Its true- light, as being a necessary 
auxiliary to the extension of commer 
cial relations between America and the 
Colonies. 
In the letter Mr. Witherford includes 
extracts from the Observer of New Zea 
land, which In part says:

in San Francisco and nil proposal, pro 
vlded he can get a subsidy from New 
Zealand and Australia, is to put on a 
line of fast mall steamers, fitted up In 
every way aa luxuriously as the Penin 
sular and Oriental and Orient liners.

They Warn Not Paid for Services 
-- Home on U.8 A. Transports. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, 
Oct. 27. 
Four- 
teen belated Filipinos wero scut out to 
tho Presidio yesterday to find quarters 
In tho casual camp until tho Govern- 
ment can send th'.m homo 
on ono of 
tho transports. 
Tho Filipinos wero members ot tho 
troupe ot singers that was exhibited at 
tho Omaha Exposition. 
They say that 
their contract was that they wero 
to 
havo all their expanses paid, and somo 
ot them wero to receive 
$5 a month in 
addition. 
They declare that they have 
received nothing for two months, 
how-ove- 
r, 
and that they are In destitute cir- 
cumstances. 
They reached hero 
last 
Monday, and since then they have been 
living 
anywhere 
they 
could. 
Some 
friends gave sortie of them1 the use of 
two empty rooms, 
but they could not 
bo provided 
for nil tho time, so Gen 
eral Shaffer was appealed to. 
Ho had 
them sent out to the camp, and there 
they will stny until they enn be taken 
home. 
Mora of thorn will drift In from 
Omaha In tho next few days, for there 
wero forty 
in 
tho 
troupe, nnd they 
havo been scattered nil too way 
from 
Omaha to this city. 
They have 
no 
friends nnd cannot mako any fight for 
tho money they my Is duo them, 
so 
they wero In dancer of becoming 
pub 
lic charges when Ucncral uhnfter mado 
them wards of tho army. 
A few ot them havo shown a dcslro 
to remain 
In this country If they can 
find work, but It is not likely they will 
bo allowed 
to do so. 
Tho understand- 
ing was that when 
they hud 
finished 
their exhibiting

turned to the islands by tho exposi- 
tion people: otherwise It la doubtful if 
they would have been allowed admis 
sion.

A committee 
reported 
on the matter 
und 
declared 
that the wrecking business was good 
enough for the people 
nnd the 
Intro-dnctlo- n 
of theological 
students might 
lead Uic people astray nnd make them 
dissatisfied. 
Mr. Herbert must under- 
stand that while Individual 
sentiments 
are In many 
cases 
In favor of 
small 
farms and Improvements, 
the prevail- 
ing public sentiment 
Is against 
Intro- 
ducing any Industries which 
may lead 
people 
astray. 
To sacrifice 
all other 
Interests to one large profitable 
Indu- 
stry is natural and In accordance 
with 
all experience. 
The agricultural 
wr- 
iters of the South 
have urged the 
cot- 
ton planters 
for thirty 
years to 
en- 
courage the 
small 
farming, but 
the 
public sentiment has been 
In favor of 


cotton-raisin- g, 
and 
the 
agricultural 
writers have been regarded as 
false 
Apostles who have tried 
to lead the 
people astray. 
The local government has been, 
for 
yearn, exceedingly 
weak In the Interior 
Department, 
In which laid the hope of 
adjusting our industries so ns to par- 
tially equalize them. 
We have needed 
something more than a natural 
evolu- 
tion here. 
The sugar Industry created 
abnormal conditions, and these should 
have been met' constantly by an encr- - 
getic, almost irrepressible ofllccr of the 
Interior, who had seen to It that sugar 
did not 'have Its own way In all things, 
and in the name of American

The 
bills 
already 
Introduced 
into 
both 
Houses 
for 
tho government 
of 
Hawaii 
express 
the views 
of the 
leaders, 
hut nt the same time, 
contain novel provisions regarding the 
disposition of lands, 
nnd of the 
pro- 
perty qualifications 
in tho local 
politi- 
cal system, which will cause debate and 
opposition. 
Whether tho majority 
In 
Congress 
will accept 
these provisions 
cannot be safely predicted. 
There 
Is 
some, ground for believing that the Ha 
waiian 
case may be disposed 
of before 
the first of March. 
But 
If the labor questions, and the 
tariff questions are forced Into the dis- 
cussion, 
there will probably be much 
delay 
In acting upon tho matter. 
This 
community 
Is 
ignorant, 
and 
profoundly Ignorant, of tho trend of 
thought on the labor question, in the 
Slates. 
Through 
tho activity 
of the 
sugar beet men, the powerful 
farming 
Interests have waked up to the danger 
of "cheap lalor"

Dr. Maxwell has shown that In 
Hawaii, nt least, tho labor Is no cheap- 
er than It Is In Loulslann, 
but It must

position In Washington Is uot what it

only tho 
thoroughly 
trained scientist, who has also studied 
In 
the 
field 
can 
make. 
The report 
should be carefully read not only by the 
planters, but every one who holds nny 
sugar stocks'.' 
For there aro In It, data 
and suggestions which Indicate clearly 
what tho history of Hawaiian cano 
bo, nnd how the value pf 
sugar stock 
will 
decline 
unless 
the 
teachings of science are carefully 
fol- 
lowed. 
The report 
Is 
so 
compact, 
filling 
thirty pages of tho Planters' Monthly, 
that an abstract of Its contents is 
few Items 
In It arc 
here mentioned 
which will interest the 
general 
.reader- - 
On 
these 
nineteen 
plats, 
situated 
near 
Punahou, 
the 
amount of sugar raised when calculated 
per acre, amounted on the average to 
thirteen tons. 
All of the plats were 
Irrigated, more or les3. 
Nineteen 
worcl 
fertilized 
nnd one plat was not. 
The 
closest account was taken of the weight 
of 
tho 
cine, 
and the sucrose 
in It. 
Fertilizers 
were npplled, 
in different 
combinations, to each plat. 
Tho sdll 
was analysed 
In advance. 
Tho analyses anil 
calculations 
ndw 
furnished, 
develop 
Interesting 
nnd 
stnrtllng conclusions. 
The cane feeds 
mainly on nitrogen, 
phosphoric 
acid 
nnd potash. 
There arc 6319 lbs. of nit 
rogen in one acie of the soil, to a depth 
of fifteen Inches. 
The first crop of cane 
on these plats took out 30(5 lbs. of this 
nitrogen, showing that seventeen crops 
would entirely exhaust the nitrogen In 
It. 
Tho same proposition Is generally 
true 
of potash and phosphoric 
ncld. 
Tnu 
crop 
of Koso bamboo 
cane 
re 
moved from tho soil, per acre, 
1U4 lbs. 
of phosphoric acid, 
11 10 lbs. of potash, 
and 
411; lbs. of nitrogen. 
Unless these 
fertilizers are restored to the soil tho 
crops must Inevitably decrease. 
These 
fertilizers aro costly, but they cannot 
be withheld 
If the yield 
of sugar 
Is 
maintained. 
The natural resources of 
tho 
soil, 
under high cultivation, 
be- 
come quickly exhausted and tho yield 
must fail, unless there is constant 
re- 
storation of fertility. 
If tho money 
value of these 
Ingre- 
dients Is taken, It will be seen that a'i 
no distant period, the cost of fertiliza- 
tion 
will 
bo 
il 
very 
serious 
one 
on 
many plantations. 
The value of sugar 
stocks will not be taken from the lists 
of the stock exchange by the Intelligent 
Investors, but from an Inspection 
of the 
methods 
of cultivation of tho land. 
A 
chief may steal the plantation's 
money 
or carry off some 
of Its cane, 
but n 
robbery of the soil, the most valuable 
of the assets, may 
not 
bo discovered 
until It Is too late to recover the goods. 


Tho analyses 
show 
that 
while 
tho 
mineral matter taken from an ncro of 
soil amounts to 715 lbs. 
In tho cane 
Itself, 
the amount of mineral matter 
In tho cane leaves 
is 
much 
greater 
being 
r478 lbs. 
Wherever the leaves 
arc burnt 
up at trash. Just as much 
valuable matter, containing nitrogen Is 
scattered to tho winds. 
It Is throwing 
coin Into the sen. 
The practice on the plantations 
tq 


us.6 one hundred millions 
of gallons of water per day, to Irrigate 
and care for one hundred acres of cane 
land. 
The experiments aujhe station 
shows 
that one hundred mlllons 
gal- 
lons per day should sufficiently 
Irrigate 
four hundred acres. 
If this result Is 
verified 
by 
further 
experiments. 
It 
shows that 
three-fourth- 
s 
of tho water 
now 
used 
Is simply wasted 
or 
lost. 
The money value of this fact rises Into 
tho millions and may, 
In time, 
recon- 
struct 
hu,Irrigation 
processes. 
The 
work of' the experimental 
"sta- 
tion Is still In its beginning. 
Dr. Max- 
well advances his conclusions 
cautious- 
ly and tentatively. 
Much remains to 
bo 
done. 
Nature 
does 
not cast her 
valuable secrets Into the streets to be' 
picked 
up 
by tho 
Idlers. 
Shu yields 
them only at the persistent demand 
of 
tho thinker and Investigator. 
The 
ex- 
perimental 
stations 
of 
tho Mainland 
have 
done 
more 
for the advancement 
of agriculture In fifteen years than tho 
Inexact, 
desultory and guessing 
work 
of tho farmer, for a century. 
Neither tho farmer nor the planter 
should be discredited, 
lloth lire stumb- 
ling over va'uablo nuggets 
In the Held, 
Hut 
It 
Is work 
by tlu rule of thumb, 
They 
hnvii tho right 
in expect 
from 
the scleiitltlc farmer better reditu from 
i mm iiiiiiviiiioii man me 
can mvniit 
Iheiimehes, 
Jiut ns they expect better 
results 
from 
the 
employment 
of 
iimhanlnil 
eiptlnrerw 
In mill work, 
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If tossed of wealth! 
He was a member of 
tho firm of Vllmorln, 
Audrleux 
& Co., 
manufacturers 
of 
beet 
sugar. 
His 
father 
had studied the beet 
Industry 
with care nnd the son determined to 
use his large wealth, nnd his brains In 
Improving 
the plants. 
?le did not re 
sort to experimental 
stations, 
which 
exist and are necessary because 
the 
cultivator cannot or does not use his 
own brains. 
He conducted 
his own ex- 
periments nnd 
was 
noted 
for making 
tho most systematic study of the here- 
dity of plants. 
While 
his 
father 
is 
known 
ns one who developed 
a race 
of beets 
of remarkablo richness, the 
son broadened his father's experiments 
and for the purpose of Improving 
many 
other plants. 
Tho French, tho Erfgllsh, 
tho 
Uelglan, 
tho Italian governments 
"decorated" him for his valuable 
con- 
tribution to the practical side of life. 
There 
were 
many 
thousands 
of 
farmers 
In France, who were anxious 
to better their condition by Increasing 
tho yield and quality of the beet Juice, 
but science to them was only n dark 
night 
Into 
which 
they 
stared 
with 
meaningless 
gaze. 
Vllmorln and the 
men like him with the eyes of thought 
trained to look Into blank apace 
"Through man and woman, 
and 
sea 
and star, 
Saw the danc of nature forward far." 
By 
so much 
ns the least 
Improve- 
ment In the quality of vegetables and 
Mowers, which his close scientific obser 
vation obtained, he contributed to the 
sum of human happiness, and, if we are 
humbly permitted to believe it, laid up 
treasure 
for himself In the vaults 
be- 
yond 
the stars. 
He was one of the 
few 
men, 
now 
fortunately 
Increasing 
In numbers, who have extricated them 
selves from tho barbaric environments 
of material prosperity and really left 
the world bettor than they found 
It.

Correspond-

manifested In it. 
Of this correspond- 
ence tho Sun says:
